Officers of Plant Say None 
Was Ever Used in Build- 
ing; Others Who Ate Pie 
Not Affected.

Robinson. °° rears old. of 61328 Su- 


burhban avenue, who died Friday 

nigh? of arsenic poisoning. became 

riolentiy fil a short time after eatince 

a invunech frem the plant's cafetcria 

Friday morning, officers of the plant 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter yester- 
cay. 

As is known, Robinson's death 
was attributed to ptomaine poisoning 
until an autopsy disclosed suffictent 
arsenic in the stomach and viscera 
to have caused death The inquest 
has been left oper. pending a re- 
port from Health Department in- 
epectors, @irected yresterday ‘to find 
out tf apy rat or bug poison had 
been used at any time in the ma- 
chine company's pliant, where Rob- < 
tingon was tn charge of the shipping 
department. 

Officers of the company. tn de- 
claring ne such poisons had ever 
been purchased, pointed out that the 
buflding. of concrete construction. 
was only two years oid and har- 
bered mo rodents, while the cafe- 
terta kitchen was kept In such con- 
dition as to make [ft unnecessary to 
to use these deetroyers. The ar- 
genic. whether taken by Robinson 
accidentally or otherwise, could not 
have been obtained in the building, 
they asserted 

Rodinson. who was popular with 
the officers and the mer under him, 
went to work Fridey morning ap- 
parently tn good health and spirits, 
except that he r@marked to an em- 
plore that his back was paifning him. 
About $ a. m. he went toé the cafe- 
teria kitchen, g*« is customary with 
many of the employes. and obtaine# 
a pint bettie of milk and piece of 
pineapple pe. 

The lupch boy. Norman Becker 
14. of 1428A Benton avenue. says ne 
gave Robinson the milk [tn a seale:! 
bottle, delivered that day by a largce 
St. Louis dairy company. Four oth- 
er employes ate of thagame pie with 
Robinson and neither they nor anr- 
one else who visited the cafeteria. 
popular with the plant workers, wos 
made ill In any degree. 

After being given the lunch. Rob- 
insom descended along the stairway 
leading to his work on the first floor 
As he went down, he called back in 
bis usual high-spirtteai manner. 
“Good-bye. everybody.” Nothing was 
thought ef it 

H. A. Buhrmester. traffic mana- 
ger, noticed Robinson at his lunch 
apé@ saw him go to a drinking foun- 

in in the room when he had fin- 
ished. Instead of drinking direct 
from the fountain. Robinson first 
rinsed out the empty milk bottle ang 
then drank from it. after filling it 
with water. Whether this was custo- 
mary with him. Buhrmester does 
not know. 

About half an hovr later, Robin- 
son became violentiy ill He was 
urged to go to a nearby drug store, 
but refused, nor would he go home 
until about 2 o clock. when an autc- 
mobile was obtained for him. He 
had talked to his son by telephone, 
however, employers at the plant said. 
and told him he would be unable to 
keep a downtown appointment with 
Mra. Robinson. 

At his home it was thought Rob- 
inson was suffering from acute indi- 
gestion. His tliimess continued dur- 
ing the day. in spite of home reme- 
Giese. and around 11 p. m. hie son 
ealled Pr.. Robert Burns, with of- 
floes at 4500 Olive street. and toid 
Mim. Dr. Burns saim that he be- 
lieved hie father was dying. When 
the phreicians reached the home. 
Robinson was dead. 

Officers at the machine company 
say they do mot think the milk bet- 
tle or ple were out of Robinson's 
possession eat any time He is not 
believed to have had any enemies.

“Our committee on the elimina- | 
tion of waste discovered a general 
waste of 20 or 40 per cent in Amer-_| 
ican industrial plants (that is, there 
was tbat discrepancy between the 
best piants and the ‘average plants 
within the industry) mostly due to 
failure to make use of known and 
demonstrated principles of manage- 
ment. “Th‘a 35 or 49 per cent, how- 
ever, is only a fraction of the waste 
which might be saved if not only 
the individual plants but industry as 
a whole were co-ordinated. Under 
conditions as they are today, labor 
at best can achieve but a small in- 
crease in wages Capital cannot be 
coerced into investing in any .busi- 
ness which does not pay. But even 
if it could be, and all the profits of 
modern industry were taken from 
the capitalists and put into the pay 
envelopes, labor would not then re-, 
ceive anything in proportion to what 
it might receive through eliminating 
the fearful waste of industry. 

“American industry.” Alford con- 
tinued. “owes a great debt to the 
American labor movement. Insofar 
as it has stood for the short work 
day and for the living wage. it has 
compelled to adopt. bet- 
ter principles of management. But 
insofar as it puts any obstacle in the 
way of production it defeats itself.’

It should have it: if it does not get. 


it. all industry suffers. Men cani:ot 
work efficiently on less than a living 
wage. Certainly 
creatively. which ie more to the point 
in the view of the up-to-date en- 
gineer In the past our thoughts 
were lafgely occupied with increasing 
the mechanical efficiency; we know 
today that we must go much farther, 
that we must pe@y first attention to 
the development of the Man, ‘to re- 
leasing his creative powers, to keep- 
ing him not only alert and attentive 
but ina position of mastery over tne 
machine This result cannot be 
achieved where the man is discour- 
aged at the start by low wages. not 
only by the sense of injustice which 
necessarily follows, but an actual 
hand-to-mouth struggie for exist- 
ence.

He sees 
that even the best:trained men in 
euch routine work /often have no 
chance for human development. Men 
cannot learn to think on jobg like 
‘that. Their human capacities cannot 
assert themeelves So long ae the 
machine rung they may function as 
a part of it, but when anvthing goes 
wrong with the machine, euch men 
are hefpless 

“There are two wavs tn which a 
solution of this problem is being 
sought. One is to make the job fas- 
cinating. to organize the processes 
so that the men will be interested in 
the work they are doing, not mere- 
ly in the wages they hope fo get. The 
other way is to reduce the hours on 
these respective employments to a 
migimum. By making the machin- 
ery still more automatic, we may find 
it possible to require but a very few 
hours a day from the automatic 
worker, releasing him for the rest of 


the time to engage in work which 


requires thought.” 

“And you are quite convineed.” I 
asked, “that the worker will not 
mitsuse his leisure?’ 

No Misuse of Leisure. 

“We are.” said Alford. ‘In plant 
after plant, throughout this survey 
it was found that the workers who 
had four additional hours on their 
hands did not go in for dissipation. 
Generally they went in for gardens 
and for building up their homes. 
‘Very often they went in for night

FEFICLENCY in the 
means having all the 
needed for work arrangedin the 
most convenient manner possible. 
It is running hither and thither for 
things at the moment they are need- 
ed that makes work herd and tiring. 
Only an expert cook, whose mind 
and heart are in her work, knows 
how much the proper arrangement 
of tools may mean. 

There are certain utensils that 
are always needed about the stove, 
while others are used only about the 
sink and still others should be near 
refrigerator to save time. Just 
what these tools are each cook must 
decide for herself, and her decision 
should be governed by the amount 
of work to be done by her and the 
number of persons to be served.

binders and bags and special refrig- 
erator dishes, bowls and pitchers. 
Kitchen cutlery keeps in good con- 
dition in the table drawer. Kitchen 
scissors, larding needles and fancy 
cutters should be kept with the rest 
of the cutting tools. 


Grinders and beaters should be 
placed wherever they will be most 
convenient. Glass cooking utensils 
should have a shelf to themselves. 
A clock and oven thermometer 
should be close to the stove. How 
many times we one and al) have 
seen, in poorly arranged kitchens, 
the cook take up a piece of meat 
on a fork, then helplessly look 
around for a dish or a pan to put it 
in temporarily, and in the end have 
to call for someone to come to her 
assistance. This is unnecessary if 
we arrange our kitchens with our 
heads instead of merely thinking of 
their pretty appearance. A kitchen 
may be pretty to look upon, but it 
must also be practical in arrange-
